The man 
who was alleged to, be the leader of the 
disturbance was arrested aud brought 
to this city.

The uew 
wharf will be some little distance to the 
south of the present wharf. 


Mr- Jtone Resigns. 


The vestry and congregation of Trini- 


ty Church were anxiously awaiting the 
return of their rector, Hev. Henry 
Morgan Stone, June lit, after a year's 
leave of absence on account of ill 
health, but ou Sunday last came the 
announcement that tbe vestry of the 
church bad received a letter from Mr. 
Stone, iu which he tendered his resig- 
nation, continued ill-health compelling 
him to resign. The vestry ou Wednes- 
day voted uot to accept the resignation 
but to extend the leave of absence an-' 
other six months from Juue 1. 


A year ago Mr. Sterne tendered bis 


resignation as rector, stating that ill- 
health had caused him to resign aud 
seek another climate, iu which to re- 
cuperate. The vestry refused to accept 
the resignation and granted to their 
rector a year's leave of absence, in hope* 
that he would regain his health and 
return to them greatly benefited by th« 
rest. 


Mr. Stone has spent the greater part 


of the year iu Southern California, but 
at the present time IB at Colorado 
Springs. 


Ou February 24, 1899, Mr. Stone 


was called to the rectorship of Triuity 
Parish, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Rev. George J. Magill. 
He accepted the call beginning his 
duties as rector ou April 9th and his 
labors were crowned with success. 


Mr. Stone is a man of fine personali- 


ty aud commands the highest respect 
of hie parish aud also the public gen- 
erally. His resignation has uot as yet 
been acted upou by the vestry. 


Much regret has beeu expressed at 


his being unable to return to his par- 
ish aud also bis loss us a citizen to tbe 
community. 


Mr. Stone was deeply Interested Iu 


the Newport Brown Alumni Absocla- 
tion, being its president, and was for a 
n umber of years a member of rhe board 
of directors of the Young Men's Christ- 
iau Association.

Dear Sir—Your communicatiou of 


May 7th, A. 1). 1904. requesting the 
opinion of the City Solicitor iu relation 
to the vjtiou of tbe City Council on May 
3d, A. D. ItKM, in relation to the reso- 
lution appropriating $1200 for repairs to 
the Emergency Hospital was duly re- 
ceived. 


The annual appropriation made by 


the City Council iu the month of Jan- 
uary. A. D. 1904, carried no provision 
for auy repairs to the Emergency Hos- 
pital. Thin resolution contemplates the 
payment for the cost of certain work 
to be done aud material to be fur- 
nished at the Emergency Hospital. 
Manifestly this work aud material can- 
not te paid for out of the appropria- 
tion for the year. While there might 
be a question as to whether tbe word 
"appropriation" where last occ'urriug 
in section 1 of'chapter 7 of the ordi- 
nances of'the city refers to some par- 
ticular appropriation made In January 
or to the total of annual appropria- 
tions made iu January, I believe that 
the clear iuteut aud purpose of section 
1 of chapter 7 of the ordinances of the 
city is to prevent auy appropriation of 
mouey for work being doue outside 
of the amount of the annual appropria- 
tion so fixed iu January. 


Furthermore, this ordinance has uni- 


formly been interpreted to apply to any 
appropriation, either iu excess of the 
auiouut appropriated for auy depart- 
ment or an appropriation for some new 
project not contemplated by the annual 
appropriation made at the beginning of 
the municipal year. 


Therefore, I am of the opinion tbat 


tbe resolution making an appropriatiou 
of $1200 for the Emergency Hospital for 
work and material, which cannot b« 
paid for out of tbe annual appropria- 
tiou for tbe year, must receive a tbree- 
fourths vote of all tte members of each 
board of the City Council. Haid resolu- 
tion uot having received such vote in 
the Board of Aldermen, was uot, in my 
opiuiou, legally passed.

Mlt the World's Fair occupies an 
(Stated site just south of the main 
picture of the Exposition. The great 
central dome of the Government build- 
ing Is visible from the very center of 
tbe Fair, looking across the picturesque 
•unkcn garden that lies between the 
Palaces of Mines and Metallurgy and 
Liberal Arts. 


The hill slope in front of the Gov- 


ernment building Is terraced with 
broad stairways almost completely 
covering the slope. The building Is 800 
feet long by 230 feet wide and is the 
largest structure ever provided at an 
exposition by the federal government. 
tt 18 distinguished from all the other 
large buildings at tbe Exposition by 
the steel truss construction, the entire 
roof being supported by steel a*ues. 
forming a splenuid domed ceiling. 


In this building are installed the ex- 


hibits of all the executive departments 
of the government. The building Is a 
vast storehouse of an ondless variety 
of treasures dear to t!:e heart of every 
true American. 
Precious documents 


are to be seen here, and the autographs 
of our great men of tin1 past are on 
display, 
liclics of f;mn)i;s st/uesuien 


and 
soldiers, 
carefully 
preserved 


through generations, are 
exhibited. 


Each governmental department has In- 
stalled an exhibit showing Its official 
character and mode of operation. 


Entering the Government, building 


from the eastern end. the visitor sees 
at his left a railroad postollice car. 
This is not a mere coach standing idle.

but is one of the most improved mail 
cars, in which men attached to the 
United Ststes railway mall service are 
actively engaged in "throwing" the 
malls. Here you will see tbo postal 
clerks at work, just as they work while 
speeding along a railroad track. 


A curious collection of old time rel- 


ics from the postofHce museum at 
Washington illustrates as no verbal 
description can do the crude begin- 
nings of the postal system. 
One of 


these relics is an old fashioned stage- 
coach that once carried United States 
mails through a portion of the Louisi- 
tna 
purchase territory. 
President 


Boosevelt, who once Inspected it, ex- 
amined wlt» a rough rider's Interest 
the bullet holes which stage robbers 
and mountain brigands shot through 
Its stiff leathern curtains. Generals 
Sherman and Sheridan and President 
Oarfleld rode in this old coach during 
the strenuous days of frontier life. 
Among the collection of document* 
showing the primitive postal methods 
In vogue-in the early days Is to be 
teen the old book of accounts kept by 
tbe first postmaster general, Benjamin 
Franklin, all written by hand. There 
If a rare collection of stamps, includ- 
ing ancient Filipino, Porto Rlcan and 
Cuban stamps. Tbe poatoffice depart- 
ment's exhibit occupies 12,469 square 
feet 


Across the aisle, at the right Is the 


exhibit of the new Department of 
Commerce and Labor, occupying 1,966 
square feet This exhibit shown what 
[be new executive department stands 
for and what it is accomplishing. Mr. 
Carroll D. Wright United States Com- 
tnistloner of Labor, had charge of the 
preparation of the exhibit Charts ar- 
ranged by him, showing the rapid 
growth of the nation In agriculture, 
arts, manufacture, population, etc., are 
of special Interest to sociologists' and j 
nil students of t! <• labor problem.

Its Interior decoration*, by El- 
mer Ellsworth Garnsej, furnish one 
ef the chief delights of a vlxlt to tbe 
national capital A large model of tbls 
splendid building Is a feature of tbe 
exhibit. 
The decorative features of 


the interior are reproduced In their 
original colors. 


Tbe next exhibit on the rlgbt hand 


side of the central aisle is that of the 
Interior Department occupying 11,792 
square feet. In'thk large space the 
visitor finds so many things of com 
pelllng Interest that he Is loath to 
leave. 
The Patent Office exhibit be- 


longs to this section. There arc mod- 
els of many machines that have borne 
an Important part In the development 
of the nation's Industries. Tbe earliest 
form of every device of human Inven- 
tion, so far as possible. Is shown here. 
For instance, you may see the actual 
sewing machine that was the first con- 
trivance of Its kind every constructed; 
It was patented In 1846 by Ellas Howe, 
The first typewriter, patented by C. 
Thurber la 1842; the model of the first 
east Iron plow, patented by Cbarlet 
Newbold in 1707; the first screw pro- 
peller, invented by Robert Hook in 
1080; and mnny oth,er "first" things 
are to be seen. The model of Abraham 
Lincoln's celebrated device for lifting 
steamboats off shoals Is shown here. 
The first harvesting machine, made In 
the year 150 B. C., is one of the most 
ancient exhibits at the 
Exposition. 


There Is also a model of the first steam 
engine, made in Egypt in the same 
year. • 


Every foot of the 200,000 feet of 


floor space in Dncle Sam's World's 
Fair building is occupied by exhibits 
of surpassing Interest and every phase 
of the people's welfare Is shown. 


CURIOUS THINGS FROM CHINA 


The Mo«t Magnificent Bedi Evor Sun 


Are Part of lh« Cpleitial Empin'i 


World's Fair Exhibit. 


The Chinese exhibit at the World's 


Fair is filled with pleasinj surprises. 
Some of the most magnificent articles 
of furniture are a part of this wonder- 
ful display. The carving and inlaying 
of ivory, bone and wood illustrate the 
marvelous skill of the Chinese. 


Models included in this interesting 


exhibit show the homes and home life 
of the Chinese, their weddings and 
funerals, Chinese tea house, restau- 
rant and shop, Chinese weaving and 
some of the beautiful silks and wear- 
Ing 'apparel of the Chinese and their 
methods of manufacturing them. 


One feature of the exhibit is two 


magnificent Chinese beds, each of 
which has the appearance of being a 
small house of great beauty. One is a 
summer bed, the other for winter. The 
summer bed is hand carved and inlaid 
with Ivory and bone figures and land- 
scapes exquisitely carved 
and so 


skillfully Joined as to appear a part'of 
the wood. The bed and furniture are 
of carved bamboo. The bed consists of 
an anteroom, with tables, chairs and 
tea stands, and in an Inner room, which 
is the sleeping apartment there is a 
couch with coverings of gauzy silks. 


The winter bed is still more elabO; 


rate. It consists of three compartments. 
The first contains four chairs, a tea poy 
and a chest of drawers. This is the sit- 
ting apartment. The second is the dress- 
ing room, and the third is the sleep- 
Ing apartment, or the couch itself. Tbe 
furniture is of rosewood inlaid with 
ivory carving of birds, (lowers and 
trees. The couch is covered with silks 
of the finest texture and In gaudy col- 
ors. 
The sleeping compartments are 


lighted with Chinese lanterns of silk 
hung at the outer entrance, while tbe 
light enters through gauze panels, baud 
painted and in forms of rosewood in- 
laid with ivory figures. 


A table and dish made of highly pol- 


ished ash, with exquisitely carved 
bamboo figures inlaid, are shown. The 
work is so artistically done that each 
article seems to have been made of 
one piece of wood. 


There is also a large display of Chi- 


nese lanterns made of silk, gauze and 
other light material and some made of 
beads artistically arranged with glass 
centers. The silk and gauze are beau- 
tifully hand painted. 


There are models of some of the 


great Chinese temples, theaters and 
arches, showing elaborate carving in 
wood and ivory and two large elephant 
tusks exquisitely carved.

Wbyte, harbor and wharf commission- 
er of St Louis, have decided on the lo- 
cations assigned to the various kinds 
of boats.

Yachts, steam launches and all boats 


propelled by their own power have 
been assigned wharf space between 
Choteau avenue and Biddle street 
These streets, running east and west, 
form the boundary lines for the cen- 
tral bnslness district of the city. 


House boats have been assigned 


wharf space north of Biddle street 
and south of Choteau avenue. 


St. Louis has a river front of twen- 


ty miles. The Broadway line of the 
Transit companj parallels the river 
from the city limits on the north to 
Jefferson Barracks on the south. At 
no point are the cars more than five 
Hocks from the Mississippi river. The 
World's Fair may be reached for one 
faro by transferring to any of tile 
eight lines that cross Broadway and 
reach the Exposition grounds.

age. 
Application for space should be 


made to the harbor and wharf com- 
missioner at the City Hall, on Twelfth 
street, between Market street and 
Clark avenue.

A beautiful city has grown up among 


the trees on the World's Fair grounds 
at St. Louis. It bas uothlag to do will 
the immense exhibit palaces, but is a 
thing apart. Th* bouses in this nen 
city are of various styles of arcbltec 
ture. Some are palatial In size and ap 
pearance, while others look merely cozy 
and Inviting. 
Never before have so 


many notable and historic buildings 
been constructed In one group. This 
new city might be called the City ol 
the States, for the houses Included in it 
are the state buildings at the Fair. 


The city is not compact but some- 


what straggling, as befits the plctur 
esqueness of the view. 
Vet there is 


nothing suggestive of a Strlugtown- 
on-tbe-Plke about this city, for the 
grounds surrounding each of the bouses 
are beautified with gardens typical of 
the state represented. 


All the states are to be represented 


at the World's Kair. This means a 
great deal, a shining triumph for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and 
furnishes another Illustration of the 
fact that this Exposition's complete- 
ness Is the marvel of the age. 


Fifty-one states, territories and pos- 


sessions of thp United States have 
taken the steps necessary to partlci 
pate in the World's Fair on an impor- 
tant scale. But two states were still 
outside the fold at the last report, and 
in each of these was a well defined 
movement In favor of being represent- 
ed at the Fair with buildings and ex- 
hibits. New Hampshire, the old home 
state, and Delaware are the states re- 
ferred to. in New Hampshire a fund 
for participation is being raised prt- 
vately by patric#c citizens, so that iu 
the event of legislative inaction this 
commonwealth niny I)'. 
1 repivsentinl. 


The states anil territories are 


pending over IS7.000.CHXI in their efforts 
to show off*to best advantage at the 
Exposition. 
This is a million and a 


third more than was expended at the 
Chicago exposition by the states. In 
addition to this, large cities In many 
states will hare municipal exhibits, the 
funds for which are not Included In 
these figures. The municipal exhibit 
idea Is entirely novel. From a number 
of the states there will be prominent 
county exhibits provided by special ap- 
propriation of county funds. 


This City of the States presents a 


picture of surpassing beauty. Nature 
bas done much to aid iu the creation 
of the picture. Never before has any 
exposition been able to grant such ad- 
vantageous sites for state buildings. 
The buildings are situated on a plateau 
about seventy-five feet higher than the 
ftvel ground to the north upon which 
stand the main exhibit palaces. There 
are hills and ravines here and there, 
enabling the landscapfsts to lay ou.t a 
most delightful pattern of roads and 
terraces and lawns. 


The smallest of the state buildings is 


that of Arizona, which stands near the 
southeastern entrance to the grounds. 
One of the largest is that of Missouri, 
from the dome of which it is said that 
perhnps the very finest view of the 
Exposition 
may be enjoyed. 
This 


building is a palace in the Italian re- 
naissance architecture, built at a cost 
of SlOS.iVK). 
Near by is tbe reproduc- 


tion of the Cabildo at New Orleans, in 
which the Louisiana Purchase transfer 
ceremonies 
took 
place— Louisiana's 


state building. Ohio has a clubhouse 
of highly ornate design, in the architec- 
ture of the French renaissance. 
Illi- 


nois is prominent with a most pre- 
tentious structure, with wide verandas 
and a commanding cupola. 


A description of each of the state 


buildings, with any detail, would more 
than fill a newspaper page. It is only 
possible here to hint at some of the 
Interesting structures. California, for 
instance, has reproduced In exact size 
the famous old La Rablda Mission. 
Connecticut presents a replica of the 
Sigourney residence at Hartford, home 
of the poetess Lydia Huntley Sigour- 
ney in her time. This building is said 
to be the finest specimen of purely 
colonial 
architecture now standing. 


The New Kentucky Home, from the 
Blue Grass State, Is a handsome club- 
•ouse that would make some of the 
mansions along Fifth avenue. New 
Tork city, look Insignificant 
Beau- 


tolr, the quaint old bouse which Jef- 
ferson Davis owned_ and occupied^ for 
many years. Is reproduced by'Missls- 
tlppL Its wide verandas or galleries 
give It a most Inviting appearance. 
Washington's headquarters at Morris- 
town^N.^ J., &n reproduced by New 
Jersey. 'Virginia contributes Monti- 
cello, the home of Thomas Jefferson. 


The state of Washington contributes 


a structure of unique design. It is 
called 
tbe 
Wigwam, five stories 


high, built of wood from Washington 
forests. 
The building Is octagonal, 


with gigantic diagonal timbers rising 
from the ground and meeting in an 
apex ninety feet In the air, above 
which la built an observatory, from 
which a splendid view of the Exposi- 
tion may be hurt. 
An elevator will 


carry visitors to the observatory.

The Lerd of Jersey cows assembled 


at the World's Fair at St Louis to r«i>- 
leaent the Jersey breed In the universal 
dairy test has been insisted and has 
been pronounced ID perfect coudUlon 
and ready to start upon their six 
months' grind on a day's notice. 


W. R. Spann of the Burr Oak Jersey 


farm, Dallas, Tex., was the Inspector, 
and he was thorough In his work. lie 
passed a week on the Exposition 
grounds, and much of the time was 
spent In and around the Jersey cattle 
bam, and the condition of each indi- 
vidual of th« herd of forty cows was 
definitely ascertained. 


Never was more intelligent and care- 


ful treatment lavished on animals. No 
athlete was ever better trained for a 
contest requiring the development of 
speed, skill and endurance than has 
been this herd of Jerseys. When it is 
known that this'herd is to compete 
with (elected herds of Holsteins, Short- 
horns, Brown Swiss and Devous, and 
the herd making the best score for the 
production of butter, milk and cheese 
Is to establish the standing of the 
various breed*, the importance of the 
cows being In perfect condition may 
be understood. 


For a solid year the Jerseys have 


been in constant training. 
Twenty- 


five cows will participate in the con- 
test 
Cows were selected from the 


best herds in the United States. 


Dr. J. J. Richardson, president of 


the American Jersey Cattle Club, un- 
der whose'auspices this entry is made, 
toured Europe and visited the famed 
Isle of Jersey, where the breed origi- 
nated. He was seokins the best cows, 
but returned satisfied that Europe 
could show no cows that were better 
than those bred in America. 


Though only twenty-five cows will 


participate in the test, forty cows were 
selected. 
They were assembled at 


Jerseyville. 111., a year ago. 
This is 


near St. Louis, and the cnttle have be- 
come acclimated. Last December they 
were removed to St. Lonls. The co\vn 
are the property of Individual members 
of th<> club and are loaned for the tenu 
of the test. C. T. Graves, a breeder 
at Maithmd. Mo.. WHS si'U'cted as the 
stiperinU'mient to l.ayp rbarjre of the 
cattle. :md lie Iifls 1-i'i'ti highly com- 
plimented by Dr l!i<-liiinl«in and In- 
spector Spann for iht1 wonderfully fine 
condition in which li«' bus placed the 
herd. 


A series of model dairy barns have 


been built for the breeds competing In 
the test. The barns are octagonal In 
form, and are so arranged that the 
cows are in the center and a wide 
promenade permits visitors to pass 
around and view the cows as they 
stand In their stalls. 


The milking and feeding are to be 


done in plain view of the public, and 
representatives of the various herds 
will at all times have access to all the 
barns to see that no sharp practices 
are Indulged in. 


The test not only consists in show- 


ing the amount of butter, milk and 
cheese produced, but the cost of pro- 
duction is taken into consideration. 
Every ounce of food given each cow Is 
weighed and carefully recorded. When 
the cows are milked, the milk Is con- 
veyed to a imiik'l creamery iu the As- 
rlculturnl building, where it Is tested 
and made into butter and cheese and 
where all records are carefully kept. 


The Jersey cuttle participated in a 


similar test at Chicago during the Co- 
lumbian Exposition and carried off 
first honors. 


Superintendent Graves is sanguine 


over the result of the present test, lie 
says that the Jerseys have always 
demonstrated their superiority over all 
other breeds when placed in competi- 
tion, and this time they will show to 
better advantage than ever. Not only 
is the Jersey milk richer In butter fat 
than the milk of any other breed, says 
Mr. Graves, but It can be produced at 
a less cost. The Jersey cows are the 
smallest of the standard breeds, and 
he asserts that they consume less feed. 
They assimilate their food, and it Is 
converted into milk and butter and Is 
not used In building up and sustaining 
a large carcass. 


'We are going to make all other 


breeds take to the woods after this 


£ said Sir. Graves. "A few days 


ago I was testing some of our Jersey 
milk, and my hands were all sticky 
and greasy from the enormous amount 
of butter fat the milk contained. Mr. 
Von Heyne, who is in charge of the 
Holsteins, sent over a quantity of bis 
milk for me to test Of course, from a 
commercial standpoint, there was no 
comparison between the milk, buflt 
was a pleasure to test his milk, for 
when I got through there w«s no 
greaie on my hands. 
After this I 


will have a bucket of Holsteln milk 
around bandy to waoh my hands In 
after testing our own rich Jertey milk." 


The test begins May 13 and contin- 


ues 120 days.

The First Massachusetts heavy 
artillery mustered about t'ae same 
number of effectives and lost 3(!2 killed 
or wounded. 


It was the 23d of May when Grant's

From the very beginning of 
the campaign the Federal leaders had 
assumed that Lee would make a stand 
on the North Anna. In fnct they had 
not expected to encounter the enemy 
Bbort of that point.

The figure above 
given represents, of course, the high 
watermark in circulation. It marks 
an Immense advance for the quarter of 
a century that has elapsed since the

. which time, the circulation per head of 


population amounted to only $16.75. 
As compared witb tbe year 1890, there 
baa been au increase iu tbe per capita 
circulation of $8.20, or over 35 per cent. 
During tbe last three years and four 
nontb*, that is, since the end of the year 
1900, there has been au Increase of $2,H2, 
whlcb represents an increment of no 
less tban io per cent.

Henry M. Stanley, the great African 


explorer aud traveller, who died Mon- 
day, bad a most remarkable career. 
His original name was John Rowland. 
He was born in poverty. At tbe age of 
three his father died, aud he wa* aent 
to the poor bouse at St. Asapb, Wales, 
where be was kept ten yean. He fin- 
ally ran away, shipped from Liverpool 
as a stowaway and landed at New 
Orleans. He fouud employment iu 
one of the stores aud bit diligence so 
commended him to bis employer tbat 
tbe latter adopted the young Welsh- 
man as bt« son and gave him his name. 
On tbe death of bis benefactor intentate, 
wbicb occurred soon afterward, all tb* 
property was taken by relatives, and 
young Stanley was cast adrift. When 
tbe Civil War broke out be enlisted m 
tbe Confederate army. At tbe battle 
of Pittafcurg, he was taken prisoner, 
but contrived to escape. Not loug nf- 
terward be suddenly appeared lu North 
Wales. He re-embarked for America, 
aud was drafted Into the federal navy. 
At the end of the month he was ap- 
pointed clerk, and in less than a year 
became secretary to the admiral on 
board 
tlie Hagnhip Ticonderoga. In

der Gen. Hancock, organised to sup- 
press Indian outrages in the Far Went, 
accompanying tbe troops as corres- 
pondent of tlie New York Tribune, 
goon after the New York Herald took 
him up and sent him to Africa to nnd 
Living-lone.

J list as a pen-on, after reach- 
ing maturity, outgrowns the liability 
to those diseases which are common to 
childhood aud youth, so tbe United 
Btatea.bavlug pawed through its period 
of Infancy aud youth, bas oulgrowu 
tbe liability to tbose financial up- 
heavals common to tbe 
period of 


early rapid development. It has bwu 
argued that with tbe placing of our fi- 
nancial system squarely upon tbe gold 
basis, with tbe orgauizaliou of great 
banks and chains of financial institu- 
tions, aud with tbe combinations of 
capital iu railroads aud Industrie**o a* 
to form ImmeuM systems, tbe country 
had 
been 
thoroughly safeguarded 


aguiusi the approach of such panics as 
those of 1873 and 1893. We would bave, 
it has been said, our periods of expan- 
sion aud reaction, but never again sucb 
a collapse as tbat which uearly bank- 
rupted the country uearly eleven yean 
ago. 


The events of the past two year*, 


however, show tbat business lu tbe 
country Is not so Immune against tbe 
microbe of panic as it baa been sup- 
posed. Our great prosperity, our im- 
mense aggregation of capital, our ex- 
pert organization of industries, our 
creation of big banks and chains of 
banks, have not prevented sucb liqui- 
dation aud relapse as have usually 
taken place iu this country every ten 
years. We are now passing through 
the same experience whiuh the United 
States had iu 1884 and 1885, and it is by 
no means certain,therefore.that we may 
not be confronted,ta 1913,wlth the same 
kind ol panic as tbat which convulsed 
tbe country in 1893. Our boasted pros- 
perity, our growth of commerce aud 
wealth, our wonderful Increase iu cir- 
culation of money, and the ability with 
which we bave organized businesaon a 
colossal scale, have not prevented 
many of tbose evils which'were com- 
mon lo tbe earlier periods of develop- 
ment In Ibis country. The same disre- 
gard of tbe leeaons of experience, the 
same mad craze for tbe hazards of spec- 
ulation, the same over-extensions of 
credit, tbe same Investments iu wild- 
cat enterprises, tbe same organization 
of fraudulent companies, took place iu 
1900 aud 1901 as occurred iu tbe days 
prior to tbe panic of 1873, aud iu tbe 
boom period preceding the panic of 
1857. 
As a matter of fact, there is 


little difference, iu many of the char- 
acteristics qf the recent boom, from the 
existences of the South Sea aud Mis- 
sissippi Company "bubbles" iu the ear- 
lier part of the eighteenth century. 
The description wbicb Macauley gave 
of the beginnings of tbe stock market 
iu 1688, aud the craze for the promotion 
of uew companies which prevailed 
then, would almost serve as a descrip- 
tion of certaiu features of our own 
recent period of promoting delirium. 


It follows, therefore, that, while it is 


undoubtedly true that, as the country 
has grown in wealth utid iu strength, 
its resisting power aguiust the approach 
of financial disaster is greater, aud He 
ability to recover itself ban increased, 
yet there is no guarantee tbatjt will 
not again overreach itself, aud, by its 
BlmrtrilghteduebB aud folly, create con- 
ditions that will lead- to another pan- 
ic. 


Most of the panics iu this country 


have been banking panics. There is no 
doubt, whatever,that there has beeu an 
overextensiou of banking credits in this 
country, which is largely tbe cause of 
the prevailing reaction iu businw*. 
Our big banks aud combinations of 
banks and trust companies are unques- 
tionably elements of strength, but tbeir 
very strength may be a source of weak- 
ness, If there is an over-itraiuiug of tb* 
mechanism of credit. It Menu to be 
tbe duty confronting tbe banks of the 
country at this time to Btreugthea.tboir 
position In every respect, to withdraw 
from every speculative teudeucy into 
which they bave been drawn by the 
temptations of the past few yean, aud 
to restore, in full measure, the proper 
equilibrium between tbeir cash bold- 
ings and their deposits. If this Is done, 
it la possible tbat tbe financial crisis 
due 1913 may be averted. If it Is not 
done, it is equally possible tbat the 
crisis might be anticipated, aud the 
crash come at an earlier date.

Evident Re*lic*tloa of Inevit-

London, iluy 13.—TUe splendid city 


of Fort Diiluy has been left in ruins 
by the husaiaus to prevent it from fall- 
Ing into tbe hands of the Japanese 
forces. The wharves, piers, ware- 
houses and public buildings have been 
all blown up. The reports of the ex- 
plosion during the fast two days could 
<b« heard for miles. 


The Japanese were near enough to 


threaten to seize the place. They are 
«lso placing siege guus in position to 
attack 1'ort Arthur. 


Jinny skirmishes are reported in 


southern Manchuria, and a big battle 
li expected any moment at Liao Yang. 


Tokio denies officially that the rail- 


iond line to Port Arthur has been re- 
stored and is now running under charge 
of Hussiaus. Viceroy Alexieff reported 
that the line was running and that pas- 
sengers from 1'ort Arthur had reached 
JJao Yang. As all the bridges between 
I'ulantien and Wafantleu, a distance of 
20 miles, were destroyed by the Japan- 
ese, the rapid reconstruction and resto- 
ration of traffic in the face of a hostile 
army has been a mystery for several 
days. 


The (mlnlond of munitions of war 


which the Uussiuns claim 
to have 


sent into Port 
Arthur undoubtedly 


ran through after the Japanese bad 
landed, but before the line was closed 
by the desffuctlon Of the bridges. 


Port Dalny, on Talienway bay, on the 


east coast of the Liao Tung peninsula, 
was Intended by Russia to be the chief 
commercial emporium of its eastern 
dominions. An edict providing lor Its 
construction was issued nj the Russian 
emperor July 30, 1809, and Port Dalny, 
fully equipped with all modern Im- 
prorements, docks, warehouses 
and 


railroad facilities, was opened to com- 
merce in December, 1901. 


Talienwan bay is one of the finest 


deep water harbors on the Pacific. It 
ii free from ice in winter time, and 
•hips drawing 30 feet of water can 
enter «t low tide without difficulty and 
without the aid of pilots can sail or 
•team alongside the immense docks and 
piers, where their cargoes can be loaded 
Into railroad cars and run direct for 
6000 miles into the city of St. Peters- 
burg. 


Five large piers had been constructed, 


each supplied with numerous railroad 
tracks and immense warehouses and 
elevators, gas, electric lights and water, 
nnd a large breakwater was being con- 
structed so thiit ships could He at the 
piers and load and unload, regardless 
of weather. Docks for foreign ves- 
sels, stcain and snll, extended between 
ths piers and iiloup the shore for two 
miles. Over .?ii.000,000 bad been 
ex- 


pended on the hariior system before the 
end of 11102, nml it wan estimated that 
the cost of completing the works would 
be nearly $20.000,00ft but this does not 
In any wny represent the total cost of 
the erection of this great commercial 
port, which, with Port Arthur, distant 
about 20 miles, was leased by .the Chi- 
nese government to Russia in 1S9S. 


Dalny is the southern terminus of 


the Chinese eastern railroad and the 
headquarters of the company. Nearly 
25,000 men were employed daily on the 
work of constructing the port and town. 
The total population has been esti- 
mated at about 00,000, mostly Chinese, 
Japanese, Koreans and Russians. 


Japan 1ms hitherto furnished 
the 


bulk of the coal imported at Port 
Dalny, Russia the cement and kerosene, 
Korea and the United States the tim- 
ber and the United States the flour. 
It has been reported recently, how- 
erer, that the new Russian mills .it 
Harbin would soon be in a position to 
compete strongly 
with the United 


States for the flour trade. Provisions 
for Port T)alny were obtained prin- 
,pally from Shanghai and other points 
!s the far east.

IS A "COMMERCIAL VISIT" 


Chamber of Commerce Looks 


l/puii It UK Ktll^L'iUiouul, unit 
Tliiukh Expanses Should Heist 
Upou Filipino Government 


Boston, May IS.—The publication of 


the f:ict that Mayor Collins and the 
Chamber of Commerce have both re- 
fused to officially take any part in the 
entertaining of the distinguished party 
of Filipino* who ure to make a lour of 
the Uuiltd States to study American in- 
stitutions aud show the people wluit 
the better ciasa of residents in the Phil- 
ippines are really like, 1ms caused 
much discussion both in Washington 
aud here in Boston. 


In Washington it is thought that the 


citizens of Boston do not understand 
the standing of the members of the 
commission that is coming to this coun- 
try, but the officials who are most In- 
terested in the matter in this city say 
they do thoroughly understand the 
character of the visitors. As a mutter 
of fact the commission numbers uinoni; 
Its members tl» chief justice of the 
Philippines and two of the members o( 
the governing Philippine commission, 
and the entire party is under the direc- 
tion of Arthur Ferguson, secretary o'f 
the Philippine commission. A number 
of big cities, including New York, Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati, have urged upon 
the war depiirtment,the importance of 
having the commission entertained by 
those cities. 
' 
Several days ago Colonel Edwards, 


chief of the bureau ot insular affairs 
at Washington, sent letters to the 
mayors of nil the principal cities of the 
United States advising them that 50 of 
the best educated Filipinos, representa- 
tive in every way of their country, 
would make an extensive trip through 
the United States and asking what ar- 
rangements for their entertainment 
would be made by each city. One ot 
these letters was sent to Mayor Collins 
and be replied that he looked upon the 
visit as commercial and, In the present 
state of the city's finances, he did not 
»ee his way clear to carry out Edwards' 
suggestion. 


Whilt the mayor takes the view that 


If the visitors are to be entertained 
while in this city the entertainment 
should he by commercial bodies, the of- 
ficials of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce do not look upon the matter In a 
similar light. Secretary Preston of the 
chamber states that a committee of that 
organization carefully considered the 
matter, and, after consulting with many 
of the Boston merchants 
who have 


trade with the Philippines, most of 
which, however, is an import trade, 
came to the conclusion that there was 
no good reason why the Chamber of 
Commerce should go to the expense of 
entertaining the Filipinos. 
Secretary 


Preston stated that the commltteemen 
were inclined to look upon the visit as 
more of an educational than a com- 
mercial value. 


Mr. Preston emphasized the state- 


ment that us the visit appears to lie 
purely one from an educational stand- 
point it is Ills opinion that the expenses 
of the visit should rest entirely on the 
Filipino povornnient. He stated that 
it is true that in ISO'c the Chamber of 
Commerce pnid the expenses of hring- 
ing to Boston and entertaining the so- 
called Pan-American delegates, hut lie 
looked upon their visit us of an en- 
tirely different character. Their visit 
he regarded as purely a commercial 
visit, as was also that of the Porto 
Itjcan delegates four years ago when 
the latter were also entertained by the 
chamber. 


POLICE OFFICE KILLED 


Murderer a Supposed Deserter 


From Fort Ethan Allen 


Burlington, Vt, May 13.—James P. 


-McGrath, a policeman of this city, was 
shot last night by a prisoner whom he 
bad arrested and waa conveying to the 
police station.

It Is thought that the man Is a de- 


serter from Fort Ethan Allen, aa atv- 
eral arrettt of this nature have been 
made In the past few daya In tha lumber 
.dlitrlct, where McGrath was stationed. 
UcGratb went on duty at the lumber 
yard at 6 o'clock and an hour and a half 
afterwards was seen leaving the yard 
with an unknown man, who was ap- 
parently In the custody of the officer. 
The two were nearlng the street when 
the stranger suddenly broke away from 
the officer, drew a revolver and fired 
three abets. One of the shots took effect 
and McGrath fell, while his attallant 
hurried away. 


Those who saw the shooting rushed to 


the aid "of the fallen officer and made 
no attempt to pursue the fleeing 
stranger. McGrath died while being 
conveyed to the hospital. He leaves a 
widow and several children. 


Two hours after the murder the po- 


lice arrested Frank Drake, a deserter 
from the Fifteenth cavalry, who was 
found tiding In a lumber pile. Drake 
denied all knowledge of the shooting 
and no weapon waa found on his per- 
ton. The police are Inclined to believe 
that hit is Innocent, but will hold him 
for further examination.

Odell Turns Cry of "Home 


Rule" Against Democrats 


M'CLELLAN IS CRITICISED 


Action Which la Exuncted to 


Give Governor 1'restljre and 
Mamiige Political Prospects of 
Mayor of New York City 


Albany, May 13.—Governor Odell has 


vetoed the Items™ Kast Hlver Gas 
,company bill, tiling with his veto a 
memorandum characterized by vigor- 
ous denunciation of the bill Itself aud 
sharp criticism of Mayor McClellan, 
who approved it. Of the mayor's action 
he says: 


"Giving all due weight to the hou- 


etty of purpose which actuated (he 
mayor in his approval of this measure, 
and with no desire in any way to im- 
pugn his motives, 1 am of the opinion 
that in approving tills bill he has disre- 
garded every principle of home rule aud 
has given greater 
weight and con- 


sideration to the appeals of those who 
are Interested lu securing the rights be- 
stowed by this bill than to the almost 
universally expressed public opinion 
which must liave been known to him 
us It is to me. 


"It is my opinion that if an honest 


effort Is iniide to secure a more busi- 
nesslike aud equitable adjustment of 
the questions Involved In this proposed 
act as between the municipality of New 
'York and tho company which seeks 
these rights, then a bill that will he 
fair to both Interests can be prepared 
and such authority vested in the city 
under it that will render easy a more 
satisfactory settlement than can pos- 
sible be accomplished under this pro- 
posed act." 


Governor Odell's action is considered 


sure to have 1111 important effect on the 
coming campaign In this state, and per- 
haps !>. decisive effect as far 
as 
the 


state ticket is concerned. The measure, 
from the time that It was Introduced nt 
Albany, WHS opposed by all the reform 
organizations in New York city, and It 
was clearly proved to be a grab at the 
hearings. When the mayor approved 
the bill, it was known that the contract- 
ing firm of which Charles F. Murphy's 
brother Is the head bad a contract from 
,the gas company to prepare the site for 
Its new plant In Queens county, and it 
wat freely charged that the mayor 
signed the measure to please Murphy. 
Moreover, Tammany men who knew 
what the mayor wag going to ao, op- 
erated heavily and profitably in gas 
stock before the mayor announced his 
decision. 
At the hearings McClellan 


was urged to veto the bill because It 
wat a violation of the home rule prin- 
ciple of which Tammany has made Itself 
the champion In municipal campaigns. 


Now Governor Odell can pose as the 


champion of home rule for New York 
city. In the coining campaign the Re- 
publicans will claim that the Tammany 
mayor of the city betrayed 1U inter- 
ests while the Republican executive at 
Albany protected the city. 


Nobody believes that McClellan hud 


any idea of timmcinl profit to himself in 
approving the bill. 
The indications 


now are that his ambition for the gu- 
lipriiiitorinl noi.ilnatlon next fall 
will 


not be gratified. 
Odell, on tlio other 


blind, liiis gained a prestige which will 
do much towards preventing criticism 
of his course in taking tiie chjiii'niiin- 
ship of the Republican state committee 
while lie is governor.

BORN SPHINO VERSUS ROCKY POINT. 


In 1852, the Uauoukuit wanted to 


carry pamwugen to Rocky Poiut. Mr. 
Wiuslow was agreeable, but thought 
he ought to have "head money." Quite 
a little war ensued. Finally a wlmrf 
was built at Horu Spring, jiiet below 
Rocky Point, and passengers were land- 
ed-there. Uemg lauded, ihey simply 
had to walk up to Hock.v Point. Mr. 
Whitlow never objected lo thin, but 
afterward*, when Ji.lin Lililelield es- 
tablished a decimally low resort just 
outside the precincts of Itocky Point lie 
built a stoue wall pieal and high to 
mark the boundary of his lund.

1854, the Hiiickt-tone cuuie into the Ken- 
eral exclusion business; the Cliicopt-'f 
took tlie place of the Argo running to 
Rocky Poiut, and a bout called tlie 
Rocky Point inaJe trips from 8ioki-s 
and Wheeler's wharf for a lime, 
lu 


1856, Cedar Grove wai planed out, and 
lots were offered for Bale. 
In 1859, the Governor made cheap 


excursions to New York. Tlie fart for. 
the round trip was $2, and the excur- 
sionists were allowed to nit-lip »n board 
the boat without extra charge. In I860, 
the Perry was almost the only boat 
making excursions on the bay. In 18U1, 
the (Juicopee was advertised as ruuning 
to "Wlnnlow's Rocky Poiut."' The 
Mouohausett made two or three excur- 
sion trips to Block Island iu 1802. and 
lu 1803 the American Eagle, Captain 
Lloyd Button, towed a barge to aud 
from various resorts on the Bay. 


Iu 18C3, the Moutpelier, City of New- 


port aud Perry did most of tlie excur- 
sion business. 
The uext year the River Queen was 


the popular boat, aud Oceau Cottage 
was added- to the list of shore resorts. 
In 186o, the Mouobausett came agaiu 
and carried a party to Nautucket. The 
American Steamboat Company started 
the Bay Queen lu 1865, aud two years 
later, added the Whatcheer. The What- 
cheer had quite a round of trips, run- 
ning to Field's Point, Ocean Cottage, 
Cedar Grove aud Mark Rock. 


The Ella was the new coiner iu 1868, 


aud the Ironsides and Adela ruu a spir- 
ited opposition to the American Steam- 
boat Company in 1869. The next year, 
the American Steamboat 
Company 


purchased Rocky Point and made ex- 
teusive alterations and Improvements. 
Iu 1872, Oaklaud lieach aud Riverside 
were opened. The American Steam- 
boat Company put on the River Belle, 
aud the ^eversink rau to Oakland 
Beach. 
The Union Steamboat Company rau 


to the nearer shore resorts, with the P. 
C. Schultz, A. T. Serrell aud Ida. 


In 1873, the Day Star was added to 


the American Steamboat Compauy's 
boats, aud two years later the Crystal 
Wave was put upou the Rocky Poiut 
and Newpo'rt route. In 1874, the Peo- 
ple's Steamboat Company put on the 
Long Branch aud the Jesse Hoyt to ruu 
to Oakland Beach. The next year the 
Josephine, Sunshine and P. C. Schultz 
were on that route. Last year there 
was no Hue of boats to Oaklaud Beach. 
In 1875, the Frances made excursion 
trips to Martha's Vlniyard, aud last 
year the Empire State was on that 
route for a few weeks. The last named 
boat also made excursions to Philadel- 
phia aiid numerous trips dowu the 
Bay. 


THE SHORE RESORTS, 


The excursion buelnew oa the Bay 


has grown up, for the most part, wlthiu 
thirty years. The present magnitude 
of the buslnesi is euormous, and the 
end is not yet. More than $200,000 
have been spent at Rocky Point since 
1870. Oakland Beach has a railroad 
and a hotel, and Is one of the most 
beautiful resorts of the Bay. 
Button- 


woods has a summer population of 
hundreds, if uot thousands; while, 
further down, Narragansett Pier ex- 
tends the accommodations of fourteen 
or fifteen hotels to her summer guests. 
From Nayatt Poiut to Providence, the 
succession of cottages, hotels, picnic 
grounds aud cosv retreats is almost uu- 
broken. 
Bullock's Poiut, Riverside, 


Silver Spring, Oceau Cottage, Halsey 
Farm and Field's Poiut require nothing 
more than mention. 


For several years boats have made 


hourly trips to the last named resorts, 
while 10,000 people a day at Rocky 
Point is by 110 meaus au unheard of 
event. The American Steamboat Com- 
pany now owns a fleet of the best ex- 
cursion beats iu the world. The Crys- 
tal Wave, Day Star aud Bay Queen 
have been built expressly for the wants 
of this Bay. They will curry 2500 peo- 
ple apiece, aud their safety, steadiness 
aud speed have been tested time and 
time again. The opposition lines have 
almost always had good boats, aud in 
some cases they have been very line 
ones. 
Such Is an outline history of steam 


navigation on Narragausett Bay. 
The 


Journal extends its thanks to those 
who have taken au interest in the 
preparation of this article, especially to 
Gen. Shaw, through whom valuable 
information has been obtained from the 
records of the custom bouse. The list 
of early boats is believed to be nearly. 
If uot quite, complete aud esseutially 
correct. Of late years boats have so 
multiplied that no effort has been 
made to name them all, but only to in- I 
dicate Ihe growth and character of 
steamboat linec. with the leading oppo- 
sition boats. We now turn for a mo- 
ment to tht immediate future. 


TUB NEW PASSESGKR ROUTE. 


On the 7th of >lay, thepssjeugerliue j 


between Boston and New York, which 
was abandoned in 1847, will be revived 
under Ihe name of the Providence line. 
The Providtnce Hud Stnuiuiitoii Steam- 
ship Company, during the coming «!a- 
«nu, will run the Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts between Providence and 
New York direct, connecting at Provi- 
dence with an express train, which will 
make the run between Boston aud 
Providence, fortv-two miles, hi one 
hour. The train will leave Boston dally, 
except Sunday, at 6 p. m., and will ruu 
direct to the steamboat wharf iu Provi- 
dence. A covered way is now heiug 
built to protect passengers while they 
are walking the dozen or twenty steps 
that lie between the railroad aud the 
steamer.

Singing mice are rare, but a corre- 


spondeut writes from Yorkshire asking 
whether we can give him any Informa- 
tion about a specimen lie captured. 


He adds, "It has been warbling just 


like a canary for. the last month in our 
workshop, and althoujfluC hare it in a 
cage it still continues to sing." 


That mice do occasionally "sing" Is 


Undeniable. • Some observers say that 
their "sons" is softer, sweeter and 
more delicate than that of the canary, 
which one cau believe quite easily. 
Others go so far as to compare it to 
that of a warbler or even a piping bull- 
finch. But the question aa to why they 
lift up their voices in this tuneful man- 
ner still remains to be answered. 


Three explanations have been sug- 


gested: 


First—That all mice are potential vo- 


calists and cau learn to sing, by imita- 
tion, from singing birds. 


Second.—That ninny mice possess an 


exceptional talent for mimicry, together 
with a keen sense of the ludicrous. 


Third.—That some mice are subject 


to bronchitis and that the so called 
"song" is only the wheezing of rodents 
irhich suffer from the distressing com- 
plaint 


A certain amount of color is given to 


the last theory by the fact that a mouse 
which was caught by the neck In a 
wire trap not sufficiently strong to kill 
It "sang" while Its throat was under 
compression, but never again during 
Its subsequent life as a captive.—Lon-

JADE AS MEDICINE. 


It I> Died !• VarlOM .Wars For M«»T 


Dtae*aea IB Calm*. 


Bverything In China of any rarity 


whatever Is certain to be dragged Into 
the pharmacopeia of the Chinese physi- 
cian. Jade Is no exception to the rale. 
It may'be swallowed as a powder or In 
little pieces the size of hemp seed for 
various stomachic complaints: 
Even 


pockmarks and scars may be obliterat- 
ed by being daily rubbed with a piece 
of pure jade. It is also considered to 
be of a moist nature, and we read of 
an imperial favorite of the eighth cen- 
tury who was cured of excessive thirst 
by holding a *sh shaped jade in her 
mouth. And so when the tomb of the 
great commander, Ts'ao Ts'ao, third 
century, A. D.. was opened 200 years 
after his death, among the usual ob- 
jects found in such circumstances was 
a large silver howl full of water. That 
the water hud not dried uj) was ac- 
counted for by the presence in the bowl 
of a jade boy three feet in height 


Jade is chiefly brought from the 


K'uu-lun, or Koulkun, range, between 
the desert of Gobi and Tibet; from 
Khoten or Ilchi in Yarkand, and from 
Lan-t'icn, on the Belurtagh mountains, 
still farther to the west. In the tenth 
century, A. D., the latter was actually 
known aa the Jade hills district, 
though it does not appear that any jade 
has ever been found there.—Professor 
Herbert A. Giles in Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. 


St. Patrick'* P>rvat»T. 


Mediicval songs and legends, which 


are rich in all sorts of mythical and 
fantastical lore, locate the entrance to 
St Patrick's famous "purgatory" on 
the island of Lough Derg, Ireland. The 
opening itself was through a cave, the 
existence of which was revealed to the 
saint by Christ, who informed the good 
Patrick that any one with the moral 
courage to go down into the cavern 
would lie saved the pangs of the real 
"purg.itory" aftf-r death. Patrick built 
a nionaslory at tin1 entrance of his 
earthly "purgatory" nnd secured the 
wny to Ihe pit by an iron gute provid- 
ed with strong chains and locks of 
peculiar and intricate workmanship. 
Lough Berjr. next to Jerusalem, wiis 
the most celebrated spot on earth dur- 
ing ll:e middle ages. Thousands visited 
"purgatory" every year, and the whole 
island had the appearance of a popu- 
lous «?ity.

The Exposition manage- 
ment has control of the rates, which 
have been fixed at from 81.50 to $3.50 
per day, European plan, including ad- 
mission to the grounds. On the Amer- 
ican plan the rates range from $3 to $S 
per day. The hotel is 400 by SCO feet, 
and is three stories high. 


There are more than 150 established 


hptels In St Louis, and a signed agree- 
ment has been made between many of 
their managers with the Exposition of- 
ficials that rates shall not be raised 
during the Exposition period. 
Many 


new hotels have been built on sites ad- 
jacent to the Exposition gronnda, and 
the published fixed rates warrant the 
assertion that no one need pay exor- 
bitant rates for accommodations either 
St hotels or private houses. 


Among the uew hotels may be men- 


tioned the Hotel Napoleon Bonaparte,' 
which stands at Clayton avenue and 
Sklnker road, overlooking the Exposi- 
tion grounds. This hostelry will ac- 
commodate 5,000 persons. The rates, 
European plan, are from $1 to $5 per 
day. The Grand View hotel, south of 
the Exposition, on Oakland avenue, has 
a capacity for 5,000 guests, and the 
rates are SI to S1.50 per day, European, 
and $2 to $2.fiO per day on the Amer- 
ican plan. Tile Kenilworth, on West 
Park boulevard and Billou avenue, has 
a capacity of 3,000 guests, with a rate 
of Sl-50 per day. 


The above mentioned are a few of the 


new hotels that have been erected near 
the Exposition grounds for the accom- 
modation of World's Fair visitors. All 
told there are about twoscorc. All are 
within easy walking distance, and all 
are situated on high ground, with com- 
prehensive viov.-s uf the grounds. All 
of the structures are well bttilr, and in 
some of them the most luxurious quar- 
ters are obtainable.

It Is nut acta and words alone 
that help or binder; her very thoughts 
arc as jwteut as her general conduct, 
and the sensitive patient will be influ- 
enced for t'ood-or ill if the nurse were 
dumb. She should at all times main- 
tain n positive uplifting mental attl- 
tude and remember that the patient's 
irritability or melancholia Is jnstitiod 
by her physical condition nud is not 
perverseness. 


Gentleness, patience and, above all, 


tact are the requisites for good and in- 
telligent nursing, aud the nurse who 
lacks these qualities has indeed missed 
her'calling. I'atients have often failed 
to improve simply because they did not 
fancy their nurse. A nurse must be 
likable and make herself liked, and It 
takes only plain tact and a little cir- 
cumspection to Ingratiate herself with 
the most uninteresting of patients. 


THE GYPSIES. 


Their Trlbm Exl«t«-d I» E«r»M 


PruiM Immemorial TIM**. 


Gypsies were found in England about 


1514, according to "A Dyalogue of Sir 
Thomas More" (1520), but the exact 
jjear of their arrival Is unknown. They 
were present In Scotland In 1505, and 
possibly they were the "Saracens" 
whose depredations In that country 
prior to 1400 are on record. 


Bataillard and other authors believe 


that gypsies existed In Europe from 
Immemorial times, for they nnd no ac- 
count of their crossing the Bosporus, 
and no record is known to exist of their 
passage to England or Kcotlnud. 


They were better ' received In these 


countries than In any other, but so 
early as 1531 an act was passed re- 
quiring the Egyptians to quit the 
realm under pain of death, a similar 
edict being Issued In Scotland in 1541 
and at varying periods in most of the 
European states. 


Transportation across the seas was 


among the milder means adopted and 
probably was the cause of much fur- 
ther dispersion of the tribes. Undet 
Henry VIII. gypsies were shipped from 
England to Norway or France, aud 
from France, so recently ns 1802, Uiey 
were deported iu <Hrina.

How great the power of the Fourth 


Estate has today become, need ouly be 
indicated. The census for 1900 places 
the total of the journalistic outpul iu 
the Uuiied States well beyond the twen- 
ty thousand mark. Of this, £226 are 
daily newspapers, with the circulation 
of 15,102,156, of which New York 
prints more than a quarter, aud Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois aud Massachusetts 
print more than another quarter. 
I'bus it will be seen that tue birth of 
the Boston News-Letter, two hundred 
yean ago, was au eveut of truly great 
importance in our national and com- 
mercial life; aud we may as well be 
proud of the fact that journalism, like 
so many other great American move- 
ments which spell progress, had its 
rise iu Boston. 


The Comiif Presidential Election. 


What the addition to the total num- 


ber of voters in the country is likely to 
be this year Is very hard to conjecture, 
for the reason that between lo9V and 
lUOO.as far as the election returns show, 
therewas practically no gaiuiiu the uum- 
of electors. From 1S7G to ISSOtbere was a 
gain of SOO.OOU; from 1880 lo 1884, a 
gain of 1,300.000; from 1888 to 18U^, a 
gain of 500,000, and from 18<J2 to 18%, a 
gain of 1,1)00,000. 
Between 187U uud 


ISUUthe popular vote for presidential 
electors increased (io per cent., or trom 
b',-100,000 to 18,000,000. 


Apparently, owing to the fact that a 


vast, multitude of voiors did not go to 
the polls at all in 1HOO, tne total popu- 
lar vote iu that year was only 40,000 
greater than u was iu I80H; and, if auy- 
tbing like u full vote is polled next fall, 
there should be au enormous, unprece- 
dented increase iu the tolal vole. 
In 


the eight years ended with November, 
1896. this vole increased 2,400,000, aud, 
as the population of the country bas 
iieen steadily expanding since 1806, the 
.total vote this year should show a far 
greater increase than that of 1888-96. 


A thiug that renders it extremely 


difficult to forecast what the increase 
in this vote may be, is the fact that au 
exceptionally large number of immi- 
grants have lauded ou our.shoras iu 
receut years. Iu the eight years ended 
with 1903, ever 3,500,000 foreign-born 
persons were added to our population, 
aud a considerable proportion of those 
persoui ii 
now 
naturalized, and 


they will take part In the next election. 
What the proportion may be, however, 
it ia impossible to judge. 


It I* none too early for political lead- 


ers and managers to grasp the fact that 
"tint voter*" are likely M constitute a 
more important factor in the approach- 
ing campaign than ever before aud, as 
a consequence, that they are likely to 
prove a greater unknown quantity than 
ha* even been the case hitherto. Evi- 
dently both of the great political part- 
leg will need to do a vast amount of 
missionary work If they hope for vict- 
ory in November.—New York Com- 
mercial.

Health Hilts. 


Freshly baked bread cauuot be luffl- 


cieutly masticated to render it easy of 
digestion. Stale bread, from thirty-six 
to forty-eight hours old, if thoroughly 
mastlcnted, is well digested aud ab- 
sorbed. 


Butter on bread not ouly increases its 


nutritive value, but tends to assist Us 
digestibility. 


Water conititute* about two-thirds of 


tbe weight of tbe body, and enters into 
the composition of all tbe tissues and 
fluid*. .To keep tbe necessary propor- 
tion, a large quautity needs to be in- 
geated. One of the great dietetic errors 
is the neglect to take a sufficient quan- 
tity. The amount found in foods is in- 
sufficient, and about live cupfuls should 
be taken daily iu beverages. A vege- 
table diet diminishes the need of wt>ter, 
while one composed largely of animal 
food increases this need. 


A tall, thin person consumes more 


food than a short, stout person, for the 
reason that the larger surface exposed 
is the cause of a greater loss of beat. 


Age has a marked effect upon the 


rations needed. 
A child from three to 


live years old requires four-tenths as 
much food as a man at moderate work; 
from six to nine years, oue-half as 
much; while a boy of fifteen years re- 
quires as large a quautity as a mau of 
nedeutaryTiablts. 


The abuses of diet Iu youth are re- 


sinusible for much suffering which 
develops later In life. 
The laws of 


retribnlivejintice muy be slow, but are, 
nevertheless, sure. 
Again, many of 


the diseases which occur after middle 
life are due to the habit of eating and 
drinking such foods as were Indulged 
in during the early years of vigorous 
manhood.

Hie Wife's Jewels. 


Henceforth, when American \vomeu 


marry foreigners, tney would do well to 
insist upon an ante-uuptial agreement 
providing that all jewelry presented 
Iu them before their marriage, at Hie 
time or afterward, shall lie regarded us 
their personal property, writes ihe Mar- 
quise Ue luwteuoy. 
Uutil now il has 


been held that there could be no ques- 
tion as to this, aud that the ouly gems 
to which the wife did uot have the sole 
right were those family jewels owned 
as htirloouis by the husband's family, 
ana iu which the wife of iu chief had a 
lite interest. But the Supreme Court 
of Api>eal iu England has uow decided 
that. a wife's jewel* form part of the 
husband's property—iu legal phraseolo- 
gy, his "paraphernalia"—since they 
are given to her iu order to "suit her 
position iu society.," aud not for her 
•eparale ownership aud use. This 
startling judgment glvea to the Dukes 
of Marlborougb aud of Roxburghe, as 
well as to all other b.ugllahmeu who 
have married American heiresses, the 
control aud ownership of the otteu im- 
mensely valuable jewels of their wives, 
who are debarred from disposing ot 
them without their husbands' couseut. 
The decisiou has just beeu rendered In a 
suit brought by Lady Howard, of Ulos- 
sop, against her husbaud, from whom 
she had been, legally separated since 
last year, aud who sold a tiara of hers 
before the separation 
without her 


knowledge or couseut. 


The appointment of Miss Ellen Suw- 


telle has confirmed the principle that 
iu Boston a woman shall be eligible to 
become the head of the public schools 
for girls, provided she stands next iu 
the line of succession aud is conspicu- 
ously competent. This cost a hard 
light. The defeated faction are uow 
tryiug to accomplish indirectly what 
they failed to accomplish openly—the 
exclusion of women from the headship 
of girls' schools. They have moved to 
maKe a rule that iu every public school 
for giilu, a man must be appointed as 
sub-master. Thus whenever a princi- 
pal's place becomes vacant, a mau will 
be the next in the line of succession, aud 
will be put forward as "the logical can- 
didate." If this rule is mads, no male 
principal hereafter can be succeeded by 
a woman, and each of the few women 
principals whom we uow have will be 
succeeded by a man. The proposal is 
supported mainly by the elemeut ou the 
school board that is opposed to allow- 
ing auy wouieu 
to 
oe 
principals. 


Every position in the schools should be 
open to the best teacher, irrespective of 
sex. There IB no more sense 111 making 
a cast-Iron rule that tbe second teacher 
iu rank iu every girls' school mum be a 
man thau that the second teacher iu 
iu every boys' school must be woman. 
The object of tbe plan is to prevent the 
appointment of auy more wouiou as 
principals.
